The reasons beliind the resipmations of Peraza and Guorrero from ASU stan from a 
disagreement with other menbers of the party over whether or not to cooperate 
with Vicente Lombardo Toledano in his choice for Secretary Gencral of the 
Confederacion de Trabajadores Mexicanos (CTI). The disacrcements reached a 
clinex at one of the sessions of the National Executive: Commitiee of the A5U 

on 7 Soptember, and Peraza and Guerrero felt obliged to withdraw from the party. 
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
